INTERNAL REVENUE. TAX ON LIFE IN- 
SURANCE COMPANIES 











A Very Important Decision 


Among the liabilities shown in the annual state- 
ment of the Mutual Benefit Life Insurance Company 
for the year 1911 there was an item of $61,583.29 
which represented the sum assessed for two years 
upon the company under a ruling of the Commission- 
er of Internal Revenue for the United States, as an 
additional Income Tax under the Federal act. 

This tax covered a number of items. Its imposi- 
tion was, in the opinion of the company, unwar- 
ranted and without legal justification. Under the 
legal necessities of the case, however, the tax was 
paid to the Collector of Internal Revenue for this 
district, with due protest, and such legal forms as 
were required in order to justify a recovery thereof. 
Subsequently, after an appeal to the commissioner 
for the return of the amount paid, as required by the 
statute, and his refusal so to do, the company began 
an action in the Supreme Court of New Jersey 
against the collector who received the tax, and on 
the removal of the cause to the United States Dis- 
trict Court by the Government, a hearing was had in 
June last before the Hon. Joseph Cross at Elizabeth, 
New Jersey. Evidence was taken as to the facts in- 
volved and from the character of the questions pre- 


. sented to the court for consideration, particularly 


that affecting: dividends, such evidence was peculiarly 
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technical and had to do largely with the actuarial 
features of the insurance business. 

At the close of the argument, a stipulation was en- 
tered into between the litigants fixing the amount of 
judgment on the several items involved, dependent 
upon a decision by the court in favor of the company. 
Such decision has been rendered favorable to the 
company on all the points raised and the result is 
that of the additional tax levied and paid by the com- 
pany, the court has determined that the amount of 
$59,500.87 was without warrant of law, and should 
be returned to the company with interest from Jan- 
uary 6, 1910. 

There were four points raised in the case and de- 
termined by the court. 

The first was whether certain so-called dividends 
are or are not “income” received within the mean- 
ing of the statute. The company contended that 
they were not properly included in its gross income. 

The second point was whether so called “supple- 
mentary policy contracts’ should be represented in 








the reserve funds. The company contended that 


they should be. 

The third point was whether for the purpose of 
taxation the corporation’s statement should be made 
on a “cash” or on a revenue basis. The company ar- 
gued that it should be made strictly on a cash basis. 


The fourth item was whether expenditures for re- | 
placing furniture, etc., should be considered as an | 


investment or an expense. 
that they should be considered an expense. 


Of course, the most important of the four points 
raised was that concerning dividends. The ruling 
by the court is one of the greatest importance to 
pelicyholders of all mutual companies. The taxation 
by the government of these dividends would amount 


to hundreds of thousands of dollars per year.

From the decision rendered the government has | 


the right of appeal to the United States Court of Ap- 
peals, and considerazion of such action is now re- 
ceiving the attention of the Federal authorities: In 
view of the thorough preparation and exhaustive 
consideration given the case both by counsel and the 
court, however, a reversal is not anticipated by the 
company. 

The principles announced by the court are of great 
interest and importance to all mutual insurance com- 
panies, as the questions involved are common to all. 

We referred to this matter in an editorial printed 
on pages 102-3 of our issue of January 2, 1912. At 
the conclusion of our comments we said: 

“The department is clearly in error. We believe 
that by ‘dividends,’ as used in the act in question, 








Congress meant dividends to stockholders only. Some 
company should make a test case of this in the in- 
terests of the policyholders.” 

Several of our contemporaries took us to task for 
this utterance, saying that we were entirely in error, 
both as to our interpretation of the act and of the 
intent of the Congress which passed it. The present 
decision would seem to indicate, however, that we 
were correct in our position. 





ODDITIES 

In the operation of our business we meet with 
many stray bits of humor. For instance, we wrote to 
a small life insurance company in Arkansas, asking 
why the mortality rate was unduly high in 1911. One 
of the officers replied that some unscrupulous per- 
sons in Texas organied a company, hired away a 
large number of the agents of the Arkansas company, 
and endeavored to raid its business and induce the 
policyholders to drop their insurance and take new 
policies in the Texas company. These agents pur- 
sued the policyholders of the Arkansas company to 
such an extent that many of them became afflicted 
with nervous prostration and died. 

Another company, which showed unduly heavy 
death losses for so small and young an institution, 
replying to our inquiry concerning the matter, stated 
that one of the policyholders was kicked by a mule— 
—dquite sufficient as an explanation. 
had a big policy!

In another case we were investigating a dispute be- 
tween the president of a company and one of. his di- 
rectors, which resulted in the resignation of the lat- 
ter. We asked the president what was the cause of 
the trouble, and he replied that the director had tried 
to corner the cheese market. We have been puzzling 
over that one ever since, trying to find the connec- 
tion. 

Then, just to liven things up, recently the editor 
was challenged to fight a duel by the president of a 
company, whom he had caught in the act of prevari- 
cation, and had “called down” for it. It’s a good, 
lively business. 


STATE INSURANCE IN WISCONSIN 
The Deputy Commissioner of Insurance for the 
State of Wisconsin advised us under date of July 
29, 1912, that the policy forms and premium rates 
to be used in connection with Wisconsin's new State 
Life Insurance Plan were in course of preparation; 
that as soon as they were ready full information on 
the subject would be distributed. 
In a pamphlet published June 7, 1911, this new 
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plan is referred to in some detail. As this matter is 
undoubtedly of interest to all life insurance men, we 


have decided to print the pamphlet above referred to 
in full. 


CHAPTER 557, LAWS OF 1911. 


To create section 1989m of the statutes, to provide for 
the administration by the state of a life fund for 
granting life insurance and paying old age annuities. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. There is added to the statutes a new sec- 
tion to read: Section 1989m. 1. There is established a 
“life fund” to be administered by the state without liabil- 
ity on the part of the state, beyond the amount of the 
fund, for the purpose of granting life insurance and 
annuities to persons who, at the time of the granting of 
such insurance and annuities, are within the state or 
residents thereof. 


2. The state treasurer shall be ex-officio treasurer 


and custodian of the life fund, and all other matters in 
relation thereto shall be under the supervision of the 
commissioner of insurance. Each shall give such bond 
therefor as may be required and approved by the gov- 
ernor and secretary of state, which shall be filed with 
his official bond. Subiect to the approval and general 
direction of the commissioner of insurance as to the 
amount to be invested, and the kind and maturity of 
the securities, the state treasurer shall cause the moneys 
in the life fund to be invested and reinvested in the se- 
curities authorized in section 1951, and in like manner 
may sell and dispose of such securities as may be neces- 
sary in the management of such fund. 

3. Within two years from the taking effect of this 
act, the commissioner of insurance shall prepare and 
file in his office forms of applications and _ policies, 
schedules of premiums, tables of costs of insurance and 
reserve, and other data and forms for carrying out the 
provisions of this act. 

4. The premiums for life insurance in the life fund 
shall be based upon the American experience ‘table of 
mortality with additions for extra hazards, and with in- 
terest at three per cent. per annum, to which shall be 
added for expenses and contingencies two dollars per 
year per thousand dollars of insurance, and an amount 
distributed equally through each of the possible pre- 
mium payments, the present value of which shall be 
equal to one-sixth of the present value of the costs of 
insurance on the basis aforesaid. 


5. The premiums for annuities shall be based upon 
the British offices annuity tables, 1893, with interest at 
three per cent. per annum, with additions for expenses 
and contingencies, distributed equally through each of 
the premium payments, the present value of which shall 
be one-sixth of the net single premium for such annuity. 

6. Upon the filing of such forms, the commissioner 
of insurance shall furnish schedules of rates and copies 
of the forms of policies to every state factory inspector, 
to the clerk and treasurer of every» county, town, city 
and village and to every state bank, whose duty it shall 
be to fill out and transmit applications for insurance 
and annuities, and such schedules and rates shall also 
be furnished to any other person applying therefor. 

7. The application shall be transmitted to the com- 
missioner of insurance, together with the premium for 
three months, or multiples thereof, and a medical ex- 
amination fee of two dollars in case of life insurance. 
The commissioner of insurance and the state board of 
health shall pass upon all applications for insurance, 
and no life insurance shall be granted without a per- 
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sonal medical exaniination to be made at the direction 
of the state board of health, for which the local ex- 
aminer shall receive the medical examination fee. If 
the application be rejected, the deposit shall be re- 
turned, excepting the fees mentioned in subsection 13. 
No examination shall be required on application for 
annuities. If the application be accepted, the premium 
shall be paid into the life fund and a policy shall issue, 
to be signed by the commissioner of insurance and the 
state treasurer, reciting that the same shall be payable 
out of the life fund without further liability on the part 
of the state. 

8. The commisisoner of insurance shall provide the 
insured with blanks to be used in the payment of pre- 
miums, and such premiums may be paid tothe treasurer 
of any city, village, town or county, or to any state de- 
pository, who shall receipt for and remit the same to 
the commissioner of insurance. The bond of every such 
treasurer and state depository shall include a liability 
for all premiums and other money received for the 
life fund. 


9. A surplus shall be set aside from the net profits 
on each policy which shall be made up on the follow- 
ing basis: Fifty per cent. during the first policy year, 
and thereafter five per cent. less for each succeeding 
policy year until the ninth year, and thereafter the 
amount so set apart shall be ten per cent. The interest 
thereon shall also be set apart into such surplus. Such 
surplus fund shall be maintained and held to meet losses 
from unexpected or great -mortality or depreciation in 
securities or otherwise. The balance of the net profits 
shall be distributed annually among the holders of 
policies and shall be payable on demand or be applied 
to the premium next payable. 

10. Loans may be made on a policy to an amount, 
which together with interest at six per cent. per annum, 
shall not exceed the reserve on the next policy anni- 
versary on the basis of the premiums then paid. Any 
premium not paid when due shall be charged as a loan. 
When the unpaid loan and interest equals the reserve, 
the policy shall terminate, but before that time the 
whole or any part of a loan may be repaid. 

11. The reserve, less unpaid loans and interest, shall 
be payable in cash on the anniversary of the policy 
after six months’ advance notice to the commissioner in 
writing and the surrender of the policy. 

12. The losses and other payments shall be audited 
by the secretary of state upon the adjustment, order 
and certificate of the state treasurer, attorney-general 
and commissioner of insurance, acting as a board, and 
be paid by the treasurer out of the life fund, and annu- 
ities shall be paid in like manner. 

13. (a) There shall be audited by the secretary of 
state, upon the certificate of the aforesaid board, and 
paid by the state treasurer out of the expense element 
of the life fund the compensation of clerks and assist- 
ants employed by the commissioner to administer the 
life fund, a fee of two dollars to the medical examiner 
for each medical examination, and the actual expense 
upon the adjustment of any loss or the defense or pro- 
secution of any action. The compensation certified by 
such board due employes of the state paid a fixed 
salary shall, instead of being paid to such employes, 
be transferred into the general fund of the state. 

(b) There shall be retained by any person insured 
paying direct, or by any other person transmitting 
any application for insurance or any annuity, or col- 
lecting and transmitting any premium, a fee of twenty- 
five cents for each application and a fee of one per 
cent. on the amount of the premium. Any such other 
person transmitting an application or premium shall be 
held to the agent of the insured. 
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14. Policies of life insurance may be issued to per- 
sons between the ages of twenty and fifty years, in 
amounts of five hundred dollars or multiples thereof, 
upon being approved by the commissioner of insurance 
and the state board of health; but no policy or policies 
shall be issued contrary to section 1898, nor upon the 
same risk in excess of one thousand dollars until the 
number of insurants shall exceed one thousand, nor ‘n 
excess of two thousand dollars until the number of 
insurants shall exceed three thousand, nor at any time 
in excess of three thousand dollars. 

15. Annuities may be granted to persons between 
the ages of twenty and fifty years, to begin at the age 
of sixty years or more in sums of one hundred dollars 
or multiples thereof, not exceeding three hundred dol- 
lars upon the same risk. 

16. Life insurance and an annuity or annuities may 
be combined and may be granted in the same policy. 

17. The accounts of the life fund shall be kept by 
the commissioner of insurance and shall be audited in 
the same manner as the accounts of state officers. Val- 
uations and reports shall be made annually, conforming 
to the reports required of life insurance companies by 
the laws of this state, but, except as specifically pro- 
vided, the other provisions of the laws relating to in- 
surance shall not apply to the life fund. 

18. The commisisoner of insurance shall make such 
reasonable rules and regulations for the granting of 
life insurance and annuities, as shall be necessary to 
carry out the provisions of this act. 

Section 2. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage and publication.

Latest Insurance Decisions Discussed 


By WILLIAM OTIS BADGER, JR.

It is our purpose month by month to discuss the most 
important recent decisions of the courts of this coun- 
try and Canada, which have an immediate bearing of 
questions of interest to the insurance public and to life 
insurance agents. The decisions themselves will not be 
printed in full, and the technical portions will be pur- 
posely omitted so that the comments on the case, while 
covering the facts involved and the conclusion of he 
courts, will be readable and within the understanding 
of the layman.

PREMIUM DUE ON SUNDAY CAN BE PAID ON 
MONDAY. 
Supreme Court of New Jersey Applies Well-known 
Principle to Payment of Premium Upon Policy. 

It is a matter of common knowledge in the business 
world, that an act which is required to be done upon 
a Sunday, or before the expiration of a _ certain 
period, the last day of which falls upon a Sunday or holli- 
day, can be legally done upon the next succeeding busi- 
ness day. This is the point of the recent decision in 
the case of Bohles against the Prudential Insurance 





Company of America decided by the Supreme Court of 
New Jersey. The trial justice had held that the period 
of grace of one month must be construed as thirty days, 
and since the thirty-first day of the month happened to 
be Sunday, a payment upon the first day of the succeed- 
ing month would be too late, and the policy would have 
lapsed. The Appellate Court overruled this contention, 
and applied the principle referred to above. 
is in part as follows: 

A policy of insurance was issued by the defendant 
company on the life of George B. Bohles under date of 
December 30, 1902, by the terms of which the defendant 
company agreed to pay to Anna Bohles, the beneficiary 
and wife of George B. Bohles, the sum of $1,000 “im- 
mediately upon acceptance of satisfactory proof of the 
death of the insured during the continuance of this 
policy.” The premium was payable “quarter annually” 
on the delivery of the policy, and on or before the 30th 
day of March, June, September, and December, in every 
year during its continuance. The policy further pro- 
vided: “In the payment of any premiums under this 
policy, exc@pt the first, a grace of one month will be 
allowed, during which time the policy will remain in 
force.” The insured died on the 18th day of April, 1905. 
On April 26, 1905, the beneficiary Anna Bohles, filed with 
the defendant company proofs of the death of the in-

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sured on two other policies of insurance issued by the 
defendant company on her husband’s life. An action 
was brought by the plaintiff against the defendant com- 
pany on March 9, 1910, to recover the amount due on the 
policy under date of December 30, 1902; the other two 
policies having been paid by the company. 

From the plaintiff's testimony it appeared that the de- 
fendant company, after having received the premium of 
$7.84 from her for the month of June on August Ist, dis- 
covered that the plaintiff's husband was ill, and therefore 
it insisted upon her surrendering the receipt given her 
for such premium, and. induced her against her most 
emphatic protests to accept a return of the money repre- 
sented by the receipt, on the claim that the policy on the 
life of her husband had lapsed on July 30th, and there- 
fore, when she paid the June premium on August Ist, it 
came too late for acceptance by the company, and that 
her husband must undergo a medical examination before 
the premium would be accepted and the policy con- 
tinued. 


[t is clear that the trial court erred in computing the 
period of grace in which the insured was entitled to pay 


the premium due on the policy. The premium became 





payable on June 30th. The month of July was the period 
of grace to which the insured was entitled under the 
policy. Therefore the period of grace expired on July 
3lst. This was a Sunday. As the company provided no 
means by which the premium could be paid on Sunday, 
and as the insured was entitled to the entire month of 
July in which to do so and as the last day happened to be 
Sunday, he was entitled to’ pay the same on the 
first day thereafter upon which lawful business could 
be transacted, which was on Monday, August lst. This 
view is in accord with the weight of authority on the 
subject. 


It is important to bear in mind, in this connection, that 
when the defendant company claimed that the policy 
had lapsed because the premium was paid on August 
Ist, instead of July 30th, and flatly refused to retain it, 


| and insisted upon returning it to the plaintiff, it thereby 
| waived any further tender of premiums, and that, by 


such conduct on its part, it relieved the plaintiff from 


| making another tender of subsequent premiums, without 


notice that they would be received.

The business of this company, rein- 
sured by the Pension Life Society, 
amounted to $328,000.

This matter is referred to in detail in 
an article upon the Assurance League 
elsewhere in this issue. 

The principal business of this order 
has been the issuance of certificates 
providing for accumulated savings com- 
bined with health, accident and life 
insurance. The certificates terminated 
by cash settlements at death, or to 
living members at the end of six years, 
or in case of permanent disability. 
These six-year payments were in ef- 
fect endowments and the rates of such 
certificates ranged from $1.00 to $4.00 
per month. Such forms are open to 
severe criticism, and under the present 
laws of New York State no estimate 
of “dividends” payable under same 
allowed. When these forms 
originally issued by this and other 
similar societies, agents in the -field 
made all sorts of promises as to pos- 
sible payments under same. “Divi- 
dends” under this order’s certificates 
have for some time been computed by 
Actuary S. H. Wolfe of New York 
Every member is supposed to 
receive exactly what is due him as 
represented by the earnings on his 
certificate and no more. When the 
order was compelled by the New York 
Insurance Department to adopt this 
course and pay out only a legitimate 
amount, the “endowment” was greatly 
reduced. Previously the payments 
were made recklessly, for advertising 
purposes, and attracted many dupes. 

The statement of this order

quate, but this could have been con- 
cealed for a long time by the monthly 
installment method of paying death 
jclaims.

All of the assets of the amalgamated

The society issues numerous forms 
of certificates including life pension, 
combination pension, maximum protec- 
tion, limited pension disability, 
protective pension, old age 
pension, disability old and death 
benefit certificates.

The officers are elected by the 
directors. There are twelve assess- 
ments annually and extra assessments 
may be levied to meet claims, if neces- 
sary. The rates are based upon the 
American Experience 4° Table, 
are levied at age at entry. 

Lyndon D. Wood, the moving spirit 
in the amalgamation of these societies 
is the supreme president of this 
society, and has identified with 
the insurance business in various 
capacities for a number of years. He 
was formerly an attorney-at-law with 
offices in Buffalo, N. Y., and later at 
Syracuse, where he operated an insti- 
tution called the Central Agency Com- 
pany. This agency at one time held a 
contract with an assessment institu- 
tion, the New York Safety Reserve 
Fund. The relations between this 
agency and the New York Safety Re- 
serve Fund were very sharply criti- 
cised by the New York Insurance De- 
partment following an examination of 
the assessment society which was made 
during 1910. The examination brought 
out the fact that the real business of 
the Safety Reserve Fund was the ex- 
ploitation of a so-called “endowment 
scheme” which was hopelessly unsound 
actuarially. The contract which the

endeavored to make a general agency 
contract with the Scranton Fire Insur- 
ance Company, but this was not con- 
summated. Another concern with

On January 25, 1912, this society re- 
insured the business of the Abraham 
Lincoln Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany of Philadelphia, Pa., an assess- 
ment company incorporated under the 
laws of Pennsylvania, June 13, 1907. 
Under date of August 16, 1912, the 
president stated that the insurance 
taken over from the Abraham Lincoln 
Mutual Life aggregated $328,000, and 
that it had successfully retained about 
00% of that business to date. 

The president also advised us that 
the erganization of the new legal re- 
serve stock company was still in pro- 
cess, and that the organization work 
would probably be completed early this 
fall. No definite advices as to the par 
value and selling price of the stock, 
amount sold to date and organization 
expenses were received. We have 
written for detailed information re- 
garding these matters. 

Our last advices from 
Lineoln Mutual Life, received under 
date of February 13, 1911, were to the 
effect that sufficient stock had not been 
sold to enable it to reorganize 
stock basis, and that the matter 
been temporarily deferred.

The 
president of the proposed company ad- 
vised us under date of August 16, 1912, 
that the organization work has been 
slow as the promoters have sought to 
avoid all of the usual methods em- 
ployed by the organizers of new com- 
panies. He further stated that it had 
required considerable time to develop 
the plans and to create harmony 
among the various groups of certifi- 
cate holders. 

No definite information regarding 
the selling price or par value of the 
stock was received. President Wood

In a letter dated August 24, 1912, the 
company advised us that the new pre- 
miums received up to June 30, 1912, 
aggregated $41,473.85; renewal pre- 
miums, $226,467.07; income from inter- 
est, dividends and rents, $40,650.24; 
total income, $308,591.16. 

It stated that the death losses paid 
less reinsurance aggregated $22.340,75, 
and that the total disbursements were 
$123,445.79.

Examined for Texas Insurance De- 
partment, 


An examination of this company, 
dated July 15, 1912, was conducted for 
the Insurance Department of Texas by 
Actuary R. C. Burton. It was based 
upon the condition of the company at 
the end of 1911. The statement of 
assets, liabilities, income and disburse- 
ments differs somewhat from that fur- 
nished this office by the company in 
March, 1912, upon which we based our 
report as contained in our 1912 vol- 
ume. 

It shows not admitted assets of $86,- 
014 as against $53,271, formerly re- 
ported to us by the company. The 
principal items making up this differ- 
ence were “book value Bailey County 
real estate over appraised value, $19,- 
500"; and “time deposits not subject 
to check, $11,823.” The admitted as- 
sets as shown by the examiner were 
$678,853. According to the examiner's 
statement, the surplus of the company 
}at the end of 1911 was $66,350 
against $99,157, formerly reported. 

There are a number of items in 
examiner’s statement of income 
disbursements which differ from the 
| figures contained in the company’s 
|former statement; for instance, an 
| item of borrowed money, $19,508, did 
| not appear in the company’s statement. 
The increase in book value of real 
|estate was shown by the ccmpany to 
| have been $33,347; the examiner found 
such increase to have been only $16,- 
541. The total income as shown by 
| the examination was $477,379. 

The company reported total dis- 

|bursements of $358,594. The examin- 
;er’s statement shows total disburse- 
|ments of $364,602. The’ difference 
$6,008, was made up by a number cf 
items which in the examiner’s state- 
ment vary somewhat from those shown 
in the company’s former statement. 
| They are not of enough importance 
|to refer to in detail. 
Many of the financial transactions 
|of the company were criticised by the 
examiner. In one case it was found 
|that the company had attached about 
2,700 acres of school land in Bailey 
county in order to collect on a note 
given in payment of a premium on a 
$50,000 single premium five-year term 
policy issued in 1910, which note was 
| not paid upon maturity. The amount 
of premium was $6,325. ‘The acquire- 
ment of the land was a technical vio- 
lation of the law, though the examiner 
states that the transaction “appears 
to have been entered into in good 
faith.” The land was finally carried 
in the company’s statement at a valu- 
ation of $15 per acre; but after an ap- 
praisal, the general opinion, the re- 
port states, is that a price of $10 per 
acre on an average is all that could 
be secured. The difference between 
the company’s book value and ap- 
praised value ($19,500) was written off 
as a non-admitted asset. 

Referring to “agents’ balances,” the 
examiner stated: “these figures are 








as 
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out of all proportion and have con- 
stituted a very serious drain on the 
company’s resources.” It was found 
that the company held two collateral 
loans aggregating $5,000, which are 
secured by shares of two defunct 
banks. The report states that these 
loans “are probably good for a fair 
proportion of their face value.” 

Referring to the company’s man- 
agement and policy, the examiner rec- 
ommends that the by-laws be amended 
to bring them into conformity with 
the present law. He states that in gen- 
eral, up to March, 1911, the minutes 
of the various committee meetings 
“were most incomplete and unsatis- 
factory.” He adds: “Criticism of this 
should be particularly severe because 
of the fact that the matter was called 
to the company’s attention in a prev- 
ious report.” 

It was found that the books and 
records of the company have been 
badly kept, and that in the past the 
affairs of the company have been ex- 
pensively administered. 

The mortgage loans of the company 
were the subject of a separate report 
by J. R. Haynes, of Dallas, and the 
appraisals of the properties behind 
these loans is shown in a separate re- 
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The original surplus of the Company 
has been impaired to a very large ex- 
tent, and the most careful manage- 
ment and the strictest economy will 
be necessary to put the Company on a 
dividend paying basis. With the sur- 
plus remaining this course ought to be 
possible.” 





SOUTHWESTERN LIFE INSURANCE 
COMPANY, DALLAS, TEX, 


Examined for Texas Insurance De- 
partment. 

An important examination of this 
company, dated July 2, 1912, based 
upon its condition at the end of 1911, 
and conducted by R. C. Burton, actu- 
ary, states that the affairs of the com- 
pany are ably managed, and all of its 
records excellent. The examiner found 
that the treatment of policyholders has 
been fair and equitable, and that claims 
have been promptly paid; also that the 
affairs of the office have been run in 
a systematic and orderly manner; that 
it has a well established renewal pre- 
mium income and that in proportion to 
total income the company’s expenses 
are reasonable. The annual statement 
of the company, as verified by the ex- 
aminer, is practically the same as that 





port by R. L. Dainwood, of Dallas. 
Mr. Dainwood’s report contained many 
eriticisms; he found that appraisals 
had been obtained after loans were 
closed; that in many cases no appli- 
cation for the loan had been made 
and the property “seems not to have 
been valued by an inspector as should 
have been done.” It was found that 
the securities behind many loans were 
located usually in undesirable sections 
of the State, or, in other words, where 
“lands are poor and cheap.” It was 
found, however, that loans had been 
made for small amounts, and that in- 
stallments of principal have almost in- 
variably been met. 

One of the loans criticised was for 
$40,000. This was secured by hotel 
property in Midland, Tex. Referring to 
this loan, Mr. Dainwood states: 

“The lot is appraised at $26,000 and 
the building at $100,000 It would, 
therefore, be necessary, in order to 
comply with the law, that fire insur- 
ance to the extent of $50,000 be car- 
ried on the building. This is in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of Sec- 
tion 79-b of the Insurance Laws. I 
find that the fire insurance policies 
now in force aggregate only $30,000.” 

Another large loan for $20,240 was 
on certain property located in Gray 
and Donley counties; certain town lots 
in Jericho, Donley County; 95 acres in 


Gonzales County, and a house and lot) 


in the town of Hillsboro, Tex. Numer- 
ous other loans criticised range from 
$500 to $8,500. 

In the summing up of his report, 
Actuary Burton stated in part as fol- 
lows: 

“While, in the past, the affairs of 
the Company have been expensively 
administered, many economies were ef- 
fected during 1911 and the Company
